London, Dec. 7.— In all of the circles 
whose chief topic of dLscussion for the 
last week or more, has tjeen the rescue 
of Eniin by Stanley, and the safe arrival 
of the two hiaders with their followers 
within the limits of civilization, the 
news from Zansibar, Thursday night, 
of the presiunably fatal aecident to 
Emin at Bagamoyo fell like a paU. 
Thousands were inclined to doubt the 
truth of the report, but could give no 
reason for believing it otherwise tima 
true, except that moir feelings revolted 
against acceptance of a tale so sad, and 
their hopes sought the loophole of 
chance that the dispatches might have 
been hastily sent and exaggerated the 
gravity of th^ pasha's injury. 

Close upon the heels of Stanley's letter 
ascribing the successftil march of him- 
self and Emin, as well an his own suc- 
cess in reocldng the pasha, to divine 
gniidance, the news of the hard fate of 
tne faithful governor of the l.ust eipiato- 
rial pro\ iii< e ruled by a white man seems 
like mocktiry, and his death at this time 
would cause universal sorrow. 

Aside from the general mourning aris- 
ing from the loss of a man of his person- 
al worth, and the circumstances attend- 
ing his taking off, the death of Emin 
would be especially lamentable in that 
the most valuable testimony concerning 
his residence in equatorial Africa and 
his eminent services in tbe cause of civ- 
ilization would he lost, and the vast fund 
of information he acquired at the cost of 
so nuich lalH>r and privation rendered 
nugatory. 

>Iuch of the theoretical knowledge re- 
garding Africa has been thrown to the 
winds Dy the expedition of Stanley, and 
a great deal more of it remains to Imj 
relegateil to the realms of fiction by dis- 
closures which only Emin is capable of 
making, th(>ref(>re it is the more stronglv 
to be hopt-d that his injwy is aotasseri- 
ous as it is reported. 

The testimony of Father 8chir>ze, of 
the German Afri(!an mission, to the 
magnitude of the undertaking of sup- 
pressing slave trading in Africa Is rather 
discoiu-aging to the various stK-ieties of 
committees, associations and the like, 
whose occupation of late has been con- 
lineil to the promulgation of arguments 
designed to show that abolition of the 
tratilc is the easiest thing in the world 
])rovided money in sums suffcient to 
meet their re<iuirements is forthcoming, 
and the priest s declaration that total sup- 
pression of the trade will take centuries 
of hard work will have a tendencv to 
draw tighter the purse strings of phdan- 
thropteslly inclined capitalists.

Pala Faees and Olaaay Bye. Undar tba 
Scathing Spaeeh of Attomajr Hynea. 
Bagga* Attomaf Battas His Ai«WBMift 
in Behalf of His OMaaft. 

Chioaoo. Deo. 7.— Judge McConnell's 
court room was crowded again yester- 
day when Mr. Hynes took the floor to 
finish his address to the Jury in the 
Cronin mmder case. Mr. Hyxus stated 
that he would use as littis tilM as poesi- 
ble in presenting his riswa of the evi- 
dence against John F. Beggs and the po- 
sition tucen by Mr. Foster, Beggs' coun- 
sel, with regaid to tliis evidence. 

Attorney Hynes argued that Mr. 
Beggs' position was not that of a man 
who desired peace and harmony- in the 
order, as would be maintained by Mr. 
Foster. "Not only did beggs deprecate 
contebtion, " said the attomev, "but he 
said he would have peace, if ft took war 
to bring it about. Beggs defended the 
triangle, and said that Alexander Sulll* 
van, one of the triangle, had friends in 
the place, and tha( he was one of them. 
He denounced the imb who wera open* 
ing old sores." 

Mr. Hynes then referred to Bef^' 
letter to Spellman Feb. 16, in which 
Beggs asked that a penalty be inflicted 
on the men who were making dissension 
in the order. "He advised something to 
be done," said Mr. Hynes, "because he 
could not tell what trouhla miidit oome 
of it." 

"What was the troubleP oonUnned 
the attorney. "Who was it that whis- 
pered into Beggs' ear that there would 
l>e trouble'/ Was it Dan. Coughlin, who, 
later on, told a man that information 
had been received that one of the spies 
alluded to by Le Caron, was here, 'and 
the indications are that Dr. Cronin is the 
man,' or was it that Um pM ksd alnsdy 
been inaugm-ated'!"" 

"The innermost workings of infamous 
conspinicy," .said the attorney, "some of 
the memU'rs of which had been induced 
to mistake savagerv for patriotism 
would never t>e wholly revealed until 
some putrid conscience should show 
them forthwith phosphorescent li|^ in 
the shad(jw of the gallows." 

The claim that I^. Cronin was killed 
because he was a British spy was 
kn(Kked out with one blow. "Were 
such a ciaim true," the eloquent attor- 
ney cried, "the murderers would have 
been sent across the ocean to put to 
death Le Caron." 

The alibi of the white horse was di«- 
ptwetl of bj- Mr. Hynes citing the contra- 
diction in the testimony of Buden'>ender, 
and tlu'ii the inconsLstencies of thi driver 
of the whiU- horse, with the actions of 
an iiiiiixjent man, were discussed. The 
idea that Mmith hired a horse way 
up on the North Side to take out riding 
an aunt living way down at the stock 
yards, and making the trip in two hours 
and a half, was absurd. "The driver with 
he-avy overcoat on, and the collar turned 
up, on such a warm evening as the 4th 
or last May. and his ilesire for side cur- 
tains on the buggy, together with a re- 
quL>st for a dartr spm^ was alaooom- 

mented on. 

Hynes referred to the CSulIivan con- 
tract with Dr. ( ronin and said the rea- 
son the man who called for the doctor 
presented O'.Sulli van's card was because 
he had been coach. 'd by O'Sullivau. Af- 
ter ridliuK the testiiiionv of Detective 
Crow and disposing of the few remain- 
ing detail- in the ca.se presented by the 
defen«>'. Attorney Hynes revicweff the 
state's evidence. Th»^ only trace of the 
diK'tor'h ili'stination on Mav 5 wa.s O'Sul- 
livan's lai'.l. A visit to the iceman 
brought t rom liiiii that he had not sent 
for tlie doctor, but that a contract ex- 
istetl In iweeii them. 

With a riiaK'mliieiit burst of oratory 
the sjwaker then pictured the doctor's 
visit to the cottage, his entering the dtjor, 
his heart throbbing with anticipated re- 
lief of sutreringiind the horrible slaughter 
immediately followed. The eifcct was 
noticeable iii>on the defendants.

Washington, Deo. 7.— The committee 
appointeil by Speaker Reed to investi- 
gate the eiii'iezzlement of Cashier Sil- 
cott, met at 1U:B0 yesterday morning in 
the publiolSadiOOaaBMMIOOBI 0twm 
house. 

Tho committee sent forex-Sergeant-at- 
Arms LtH^'dom, who appeared before 
them with his attorney, ex-( 'ongresHiimn 
Phil. ThompH<m, of Kenttickv. But Mr. 
Thompson was not allowed tSMHMia 
while Mr. I.K3i'<lom testified. 

The examination of Mr. Ijcedoin was 
then begun. The ex-sergeaiit-at-arms 
had prepared himself for the (-ross-ex- 
aminati<<ii that he expected the coniinit- 
tee would put him through. A carefvU 
examination had iM'en made by hin of 
the extent of Silcott's peculation and he 
was able to tell the oommittee that about 
$71,800 in goranMMBt momfhmA tmm 

taken. 

Mr. lx'<'di)m's testimony was mainly 
contained in answers to (piestions by 
members of the committee concerning 
the manner in which business was con- 
ducted in his otllce. He detailed tho 
circumstances conneited with the dis- 
covery of Silcott's enilie/.zlement. Ue 
was not detained after he l.atl given tlie 
information. 

James Vv'. Whelpley, the assistant 
treasurer of the L'nit^'d States, told the 
committee about the manner in which 
the issue of money for the pa_\ int*ut of 
salaries of represenUitives was coiulucted 
bv the treasurer's olHce. His testirmmy 
threw no uew light on the crinu^ of Sil- 
cott. 

After hearing th(> testimony of Assist- 
ant treasurer Whelpley the committee 
took a recess and went to the serjeant-at- 
arms' ol!ic(', where the member.-, e.xain- 
ined the lx)oks of the office. Tbe coni- 
mitte(> orden.'d the dcnirs of the sergeant- 
at-arnis' otlice to be locked, and author- 
ized .Mr. Whelpley to exattltStta ao* 
counts on record there. 

While the committee has not yet com- 
pleted its work of investigation it has 
come to some interesting conclusions. It 
discovered that there is no law constitut- 
ing .Mr. [.eedoiii or any other sergeant- 
at-arms the disbuisiiig officer of the 
house, and that it was merely an iinolti- 
cial custom to dra v money from the 
treasury on certificates »!ndor.-ied by the 
clerk of the house. As to where the loss 
must fall, the committee tigreed that the 
government is in no way res|Kiiisiblo for 
the loss of the money and the loss must 
consiHjueiitly fail on the individual mem- 
bers who had aoQoaati wHh ika ser- 
geant-at-arms.
